Leta revelation be given 
by ene of their prophets that a woman 
may take as many husbands as she 
feels inclined, and we are quite certain 
that there would be a wholesale seces- 
sion of Latter-day Saints. The law 
should be enforced against these 
lecherous brutes, whether their beast- 
ly {propensities be gratified because 
of notions er not. The

Frozen to Death Almost Within 
Hail of Help. 


How the Woman's Wounds were 
Caused. 


James Gill, the man who was accus- 
ed of murdering his wife on the road 
near Beckwith, Plumas county, Cal- 
ifornia, last week called at the Ga- 
ZETTE office yesterday forthe purpose 
of making a statement. Gill says 
that his wife and liimself arrived at 
Beckwith on Saturday last by stage. 
It was their intention to preceed 
te Bodie. Both he and his 
wife had been drinking and Mrs. 
Gill toek into ber head that she would 
not stay at the Beckwith hotel, but 
but insisted on pressing forward. Gill 
advised her to wait for the stage. 
She insisted, however, and the twe set 
out on fect. They reached a farm 
house about a mile this side of Beck- 
with where they stayed for a while, 
Gill treating the host from a cham- 
pagne bottle filled with 

WHISKY, 


which he had obtained at Beckwith. 
Mrs. Gill came into the room where 
he and the other man were sitting 
and said that she wanted some of the 
liquor, tee. She took several drinks 


and again insistedon gcingon. She fei 
frem the house in spite of all expos- 
tulations. Gill followed, after making 
3 from the people of the house 
and learning that the next gs 
lace was about eight miles : 
is was about 11 o'clock of the 
forenoon of Saturday, the 18th instant. 
Gill says that he tied rags around his 
wife’s shoes to protect her feet and 
that she was otherwise * clad. 
Their was very slow, owing 
e 
tozicated that she was constantly fall- 
ing into thesagebrush. This produced 
the scratches on her face which after- 
wards excited the suspicions of the 
people. Sundewn found them only 
about seven miles from Beckwith. 
There was about a foot of snow upon 
the ground. By this time 
MRS. GILL WAS EXHAUSTED 
and conld go no farther. Gill says he 
was pretty drunk himself, but “knew 
what he wasabout.” He reproached 
his wife with their situation and said 
that they would both prebably freeze 
te death. Then he smashed the 
whisky bottle, which he says was still 
half full, as the cause of their plight. 
Although Gill says that he was not se 
drunk but that he kuew what he was 
about, his conduct showed very little 
intelligence. He says that he had be- 
come confused as to his locality and 
did not dare to ge ahead, but to save 
his wife's life he might have strug- 
gled back the six miles he had come 
from the house. His wife was a 
woman and he found it difficult to do 
anything with her. He endeavored 
te make her walk backward aod for- 
ward and even carried her on bis back. 
This, he says, acceunts for the blood 
on his buckskin gleves. He exhib- 
ited the gloves tu the GaZETTE re- 
, and the ends of several of the 
ngers bore bleod stains. The 
night closed around them. It was in- 
tensely cold. To keep himself alive 
Gill trotted up and down the road, 
and then would endaaver to arouse 
his wife, who had become insensible. 
That task was in vain and by mid- 
night she was dead and 


Gill himself was succumbing to the 
celd, his feet and hands being without 
sensation, and to save himself from 
death left the body and struggled 
ahead. Between midnight and 2 
clock in the morning (Gill had ne 
means of knowing the time),he arrived 
at Moffett’s ranch, about two miles 
from where the of his wife lay. 
Gill he knocked twice at the door 
of the 


sat beside it all night,thawing himeelf 
out. In the morn the people in 
the house began to stir and then the 
man went to them and told them of 
the death of his wife.

His appearance 
is that of an honest miner er teamster 
and there is nothing brutal in his ex- 


when talking of his wife's dreadful 
death. His story goes to show that 
toe much whisky was the cause of the 
whole affair. In conclusion he said: 

want always as poor as I am 
and I've friends in California and 
Oregon whe know me well enough to 
know that I wouldn't be guilty of a 
crime such as has been laid against 
me. It don't stand te reason at all. 
lf I'd murdered my wife io such a 
lonely place it isn’t likely that Id 
have left her lying there and then told 
folks about it. There are plenty of 
places I might have dragged 
her away and bid her.” 

He was very anxious to have his ac- 
ceunt of the affair published for the 
sake of bis reputation ameng his 
friends.

SERMONS. 


Rev. Mr. Jenvey on Christ and Civiliza- 
tion — Mr. McKelvey on Heil. 


At the Episcopal church Brother 
Jenvey warned those who discredit 
the divinity of Jesus Christ of the logi- 
cal effect of their belief.

The effects of disbelief were 
described by the speaker as being full 
of disaster. To deny the divinity of 
Christ was to destroy all the literature 
and art which twenty centuries have 
developed. All the sacred pictures 
must torn from cathedral walls; 
the fine old 3 from the Vatican, 
the Escurial and the Louvre must be 
thrown in a heap and burned to ashes. 
All the phases of religious belief, of 
religious society or religious history 
must feed the fire. For if it is a lie it 
must not live. All themarbles inspired 
by other than idolatrous emotions 
must be added to the pile; all the 
churches where Christianity is preached, 
the grandest piles of architecture in 
the old world, must be razed and man- 
kind return tothe pit of iguerance, 
vios and superstitien in which it steep- 
ed two thousand years ago.
